Some-grown  Herbs. — An  import  pro- 
imme  for  small  quantities  of  certain 
:bs,  which  was  arranged  in  1944  by  the 
nistry  of  Food,  is  now  nearing  completion, 
i  it  is  understood  that  no  further  imports 


will  be  arranged  until  a  full  appraisal  of 
the  coming  season's  home  production  has 
been  made. 

Paper  for  Packing  Exports. — The  Board 
of  Trade  has  issued  a  direction  (S.  R.  &  O. 
1945,  No.  201)  which,  as  from  February  26, 
frees  from  restriction  the  use  of  paper  for 
certain  purposes  connected  with  packing 
for  export.  Advertising  matter  may  now 
be  inserted  in  such  packages.  The  direction 
covers  exports  from  this  country  to  Eire, 
but  not  to  Northern  Ireland.  It  also 
includes  goods  exported  from  Northern. 
Ireland  to  Eire. 

Attack  on  Patent  Medicines. — A  sharp 
criticism  of  patent  medicines  was  made  by 
Dr.  John  R.  Graham  (medical  officer  to  the 
.  Chesterfield  rural  authority)  recently,  at  the 
conclusion  of  an  address  on  "The  Growth 
of  Patent  Medicines  "  to  the  local  Rotary 
Club,  on  February  16  by  kotarian  A. 
Livesley.  Dr.  Graham  said  he  was  associ- 
ated with  a  centre  at  which  scabies  was 
treated.  The  man  in  charge,  investigating 
the  number  of  proprietary  medicines  which 
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offered  so-called  cures,  got  to  112  and  then 
gave  up ;  none  of  them  was  any  use 
whatever.  Mr.  Livesley  said  pharmacists 
would  welcome  control  of  such  medicines. 

Hove  Rota  Scheme. — A  rotated  system 
of  opening  for  one  hour  on  the  evening  of 
early-closing  day  has  been  put  in  operation 
in  Hove.  A  rota  of  Sunday  duties  has  been 
in  operation  for  seven  years. 

Ceylon  Rubber  Problems. — At  the  invita- 
tion of  the  Ceylon  Government,  the  Secre- 
tary of  State  for  the  Colonies  arranged 
for  his  business  adviser  (Sir  Clifford  Figg) 
to  visit  Ceylon  towards  the  end  of  February 
to  discuss  problems  connected  with  the 
rubber  and  other  industries. 

Reinstatement  Claims. — Since  the  Rein- 
statement in  Civil  Employment  Act  came 
into  force  in  August  1944,  sixty- two  cases 
have  been  heard  in  which  the  applicants 
alleged  denial  of  their  rights  under  the  Act. 
In  twenty  cases  the  committees  concerned 
made  no  order,  but  in  the  remaining  forty- 
two  cases  it  was  found  that  there  had  been 
default  by  the  former  employer.  In  thirty 
of  these  the  employer  was  ordered  to  make 
work  available ;  in  four  to  pay  compensa- 
tion;  and  in  eight  to  do  both. 

Economic  Use  of  Fungi. — A  lecture  on 
this  subject  was  given  at  a  meeting  of  the 
Royal  Society  of  Edinburgh,  recently,  by 
Dr.  John  Ramsbottom,  F.L.S.,  Keeper  of 
Botany  at  the  British  Museum  (Natural 
History).  The  speaker  stated  that  a  con- 
siderable number  of  substances  previously 
unknown  has  been  discovered  in  the  study 
of  mould  action,  the  most  striking  being 
penicillin.  Most  toadstools,  he  said,  could 
serve  as  foods,  though  only  the  field  mush- 
room had  been  cultivated  on  a  commercial 
scale  in  Europe. 

Freer  International  Trade  Sought. — Ad- 
dressing the  Glasgow  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce recently,  Mr.  John  S.  Dodd,  M.P. 
(president,  Association  of  British  Chambers 
of  Commerce),  expressed  optimism  about 
the  future  of  British  foreign  trade,  pro- 
■  vided  a  maximum  number  of  restrictive 
practices  could  be  shaken  off,  and  provided 
British  industry  could  increase  its  efficiency. 
He  was  encouraged  by  a  recent  Interna- 
tional Business  Conference  in  the  United 
States,  at  which  he  believed  there  was  a 
genuine  desire  for  international  co-operation 
under  strong  leadership,  and  a  growing 
demand  for  the  easing  of  trade  channels.

Birmingham  Analyst's  Report. — The  Bir- 
mingham city  analyst  reports  1,278  samples 
taken  in  the  fourth  quarter  of  1944.  Of 
these,  120  were  drugs  and  six  were  found 
incorrect.  A  sample  bought  as  "bismuth 
lozenges"  and  stamped  "bismuth  and 
magnesia  tropels"  was  heavier  than  the 
official  lozenges  and  contained  only  one- 
fifth  the  amount  of  bismuth  carbonate,  no 
calcium  carbonate,  and  about  50  per  cent, 
excess  of  magnesium  carbonate ;  there  were 
also  present  sodium  bicarbonate,  sugar, 
talc,  excipients  and  binders.  In  contra- 
vention of  the  Pharmacy  and  Medicines 
A^t,  1941,  the  lozenges  were  not  labelled 
with  the  "appropriate  quantitative  par- 
ticulars" of  the  active  ingredients.  Another 
.sample  bought  as  bismuth  lozenges  and 
stamped  "bismuthated  magnesia"  was 
also  quite  different  in  composition  from  the 
official  lozenges;  again  the  label  did  not 
give  the  quantitative  particulars.  A  sample 
of  "orange  syrup  and  halibut  oil,"  con- 
tained only  5-3  per  cent,  of  sugar,  its  vis- 
cosity being  almost  entirely  due  to  tra- 
gacanth;  the  mere  trace  of  vitamin  C 
present  showed  that  orange  peel  extract, 
not  orange  juice,  was  used  as  flavouring. 
Two  samples  of  zinc  ointment  contained  a 
large  excess  of  zinc  oxide;  one  sample  of 
kaolin  poultice  contained  52  per  cent, 
excess  of  boric  acid.  There  were  no  prose- 
cutions. 

PARLIAMENTARY  NEWS 

Dunlop  Rubber  Factory  at  Speke. — The 

President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  (Mr.  H. 
Dalton)  announced  on  February  13  that 
the  factory  of  Rootes',  Ltd.,  Speke,  Liver- 
pool, had  been  leased  to  the  Dunlop  Rubber 
Co.,  Ltd. 

Deaf  Aid  Batteries. — The  President  of 
the  Board  of  Trade  (Mr.  H.  Dalton)  was 
asked  on  February  13  why  the  supply  of 
H.A.8  high-tension  deaf  aid  batteries  had 
fallen ;  he  said  he  had  been  able  to  arrange 
for  a  considerable  increase  in  production 
in  the  ensuing  month. 

Decline  in  Retail  Stocks. — Mr.  Hammers- 
ley  asked  the  President  of  the  Board  of 
Trade  on  February  20  whether  he  was  tak- 
ing note  of  the  continuous  decline  in  retail 
stocks  of  non-food  goods;  and  what  steps 
he  was  taking  to  rectify  a  situation  which, 
if  allowed  to  develop,  would  result  in 
serious  shop  shortages.  Mr.  Dalton  said  he 
was  doing  everything  possible,  within  the 
limits  imposed  by  war  requirements,  to  see 
that  supplies  of  essential  goods  were  main- 
tained. 
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Pharmacist  Sentenced.— A  sentence  of  six 
months'  imprisonment  was  passed  at  Glas- 
gow sheriff  court  recently  on  Thomas  Angus 
McLean  Boyd,  M.P.S.,  for  embezzling 
over  ^280.  It  was  stated  in  court  that 
Boyd  was  employed  as  head  salesman  in 
the  drug  department  of  the  St.  George 
Co-operative  Society,  Ltd.,  Mansfield  Street, 
Glasgow,  and  was  in  charge  of  a  similar 
department  at  612  Dumbarton  Road, 
Glasgow,  1937-44.  The  embezzlements 
included  National  Health  and  unemploy- 
ment contributions  in  respect  of  himself 
and  an  assistant  {£22);  1,000  cash  sales 
which  he  did  not  record  (^123);  and  six 
cheques  paid  in  by  a  customer  which  he  put* 
through  the  Society's  accounts  after  taking 
the  corresponding  sums  out  of  the  drawings 
(£t35)- 

Pharmacy  Act  Offence. — At  Bradford 
city  court  on  February  1,  Albert  Barra- 
clough,  proprietor  of  a  village  store  at 
Buttershaw,  nr.  Bradford,  was  fined 
£2  12s.  6d.  and  £2  2s.  costs  on  each  of  two 
summonses  for  selling  ephedrine  in  a  con- 
tainer not  labelled  in  the  prescribed  man- 
ner,, and  without  his  being  an  authorised 
seller  of  poisons.  It  was  stated  that  defend- 
ant had  been  before  the  same  court  for  a 
similar  offence  in  January  1942,  when  he 
was  bound  over  on  payment  of  costs.'  It 
was  not  suggested  by  the  prosecution  that 
he  was  wilfully  offending.  Defendant  said 
he  had  a  wholesalers'  price  list  on  which 
the  letter  "p"  was  placed  before  drugs  that 
were  poisonous ;  unfortunately  the  letter 
had  been  omitted  in  the  case  of  ephedrine. 
The  list  had  never  let  him  down  before. 

Juvenile  Poisoning  Charges. — A  thirteen- 
year-old  Saltney,  Cheshire,  girl  was  re- 
manded at  Chester  juvenile  court,  on 
February  17,  charged  with  administering 
poison  to  a  boy  aged  three  years  and  nine 
months,  who  had  died  on  the  previous  day. 
The  girl's  mother  told  the  court  that  she 
had  been  using  the  poison  for  years  for 
rheumatism.  It  had  always  been  left  in 
the  same  place  and  the  girl  had  never 
touched  it  before. — Before  the  Liverpool 
county  magistrates,  on  February  15,  two 
boys,,  aged  fifteen  and  fourteen,  were 
charged  with  throwing  caustic  soda  at  two 
girls  of  the  same  ages.  The  magistrates 
considered  the  evidence  in  private,  and 
announced  that  no  prima  facie  case  had 
been  made  out,  but  that  the  police  were 
fully  justified  in  having  the  matter 
investigated. 


Methylated    Spirit    as    Whisky.— Fine 
totalling  £110  were  imposed  in  Glasgo 
sheriff  court,  recently,  for  offences  arisin 
out  of  the  theft  of  industrial  methylate 
spirit  by  William  McTaggart,  David  M001 
Pringle  and  Donald  Cameron,  all  of  Gla; 
gow.   McTaggart  pleaded  guilty  to  havin 
received  11  gall,  methylated  spirit  withoi 
being  authorised  to  do  so,  preparing  2  gal 
for  use  as  a  beverage,  and  selling  9  gall,  ti 
Pringle.   Pringle  admitted  having  receive!] 
9  gall,  without  being  authorised  to  do  set 
and    having,    in    concert    with  anothej 
man,  sold  to  Cameron  2\  gall.  Cameroi 
pleaded  guilty  to  receiving  this  quantitjl 
of  spirit  and  preparing  it  as  a  beveragi^ 
The  procurator-fiscal  said  the  case  arosl 
out  of  a  theft  from  the  premises  of  I 
methylating  company.    When  McTaggarj 
bought  the  spirit  it  had  the  appearance  cj 
genuine  whisky,  as  it  had  been  coloured  ;  h  i 
had  it  sampled  and  after  that  did  not  am 
tempt  to  sell  it  across  the  counter  to  hi 
customers,    as   he   found   it   "harsh  an 
unpalatable."

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Reports  of  Meetings 

All  concerned  are  to  be  congratulated  on 
:he  decision  to  admit  members  of  the  Press 
to  conferences  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society's  branch  representatives  (p.  197). 
If  I  am  not  misinformed,  it  has  sometimes 
been  impossible  to  learn,  till  within  a  few 
hours  of  such  meetings,  whether  or  not 
accredited  reporters  could  be  present. 
Obviously  the  work  of  conducting  a  news- 
paper is  rendered  unduly  difficult  when  this 
information  is  delayed.  About  twenty 
years  ago  it  was  explained  to  me  that  some 
speakers  in  these  discussions  liked  "to  blow 
off  steam"  but  would  be  unwilling  to  do 
so  if  reporters  were  present.  The  remark 
of  Mr.  Meldrum  that  you  quote  confirms  this 
view.  The  sooner  a  weakness  of  the  kind 
is  overcome,  the  better.  One  infers  a  serious 
lack  of  a  sense  of  responsibility  when  a 
speaker  declines  to  submit  a  statement  to 
the  test  of  publication.  There  is  a  further 
consideration.  Secret  sessions,  though 
expedient  in  an  emergency,  should  be  the 
exception,  not  the  rule.  A  hankering  after 
them  is  a  sign  of  morbidity,  of  a  kind  of 
intellectual  agoraphobia.  It  only  remains 
to  hope  that  our  speakers,  in  enjoying — 
or  at  any  rate  in  exercising — their  new 
chances  of  publicity,  will  cultivate  the  art 
of  clear  expression.  Though  I  was  not 
!  present  on  the  remarkable  occasion  when 
j  Henry  James  delivered  a  memorial  address 
1  on  Robert  Browning  (it  must  have  been  in 
;  191 2),  I  heard  or  read  just  afterwards  that, 
one  by  one,  the  reporters  present  laid  down 
their  pencils  in  despair  before  the  end  :  the 
involutions  of  one  master  superimposed  on 
[  the  complexities  of  another  had  baffled 
them.  Far  be  it  from  me  to  suggest  that 
I  this  contretemps  is  likely  to  happen  often 
at  pharmaceutical  meetings,  but  a  caution- 
ary hint  may  not  be  amiss. 

Migrations 

The  interesting  letter  of  Mr.  H.  Lattimer 
(p.  208)  is  a  reminder  of  various  changes 
during  and  before  the  past  fifty  years  in  the 
addresses  of  London  wholesale  houses. 
Many  of  your  readers,  I  suppose,  share  my 
feeling  of  regret  when,  no  doubt  for  excel- 
lent reasons,  a  well-known  manufacturing 
or  distributing  firm  or  company  moves  to 
new  headquarters.  Possibly  such  removals 
have  been  more  frequent  since  1895  than 
they.; were  in  the  preceding  half -century ; 
but  I  am  not  sure  of  this.  One  of  the  latest 
breaches  of  continuity  has  taken  place  in 
Plough   Court.     The    building   in  which 


Silvanus  Bevan,  the  founder  of  the  business 
of  Allen  &  Hanburys,  Ltd.,  opened  a 
pharmacy  was  erected  soon  after  the  Great 
Fire  of  1666:  here  Alexander  Pope  was 
born  in  1688,  and  here  Bevan  set  up  as  an 
apothecary  in  1715.  To  go  through  the 
alphabet  for  names  of  historic  London 
houses  would  consume  more  space  than  is 
allotted  to  me :  it  must  suffice  to  select 
a  few  of  them  at  random.  Some  of  the 
firms  combining  in  1909  to  form  The 
British  Drug  Houses,  Ltd.,  date  back  to 
periods  comparable  with  1715.  Burgoyne, 
Burbidges  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  remained  in  the 
City,  with  only  two  removals,  from  1741 
to  1905.  May  &  Baker,  Ltd.,  were  in 
Battersea  for  just  a  century.  Thomas 
Morson  &  Son,  Ltd.,  have  had  few  changes 
of  address  since  the  founder  purchased  an 
apothecary's  business  in  Farringdon  Street 
(then  known  as  Fleet  Market)  in  1821. 
In  the  same  street,  about  the  same  time, 
the  business  of  Potter  &  Clarke,  Ltd.,  was 
started  by  Henry  Potter;  removals  have 
been  few  and  far  between.  Whiffen  &  Sons, 
Ltd.,  trace  their  origin  (through  a  con- 
stituent firm)  to  1654,  and  occasional 
additions  of  premises  have  not  taken  them 
far  from  town. . 

Price  Changes 

Changes  in  wholesale  prices,  another 
subject  alluded  to  by  the  same  correspond- 
ent, are  of  perennial  interest  to  those  of  us 
who  are  or  were  in  business.  One  of  the 
prices  cited,  is.  2d.  per  lb.  for  chemical 
food,  does  not  differ  much  from  the  price 
(is.)  in  the  C.  &  D.  quarterly  lists  for  the 
first  half  of  1939.  If  memory  may  be 
trusted,  the  average  wholesale  price  in  the 
'nineties  for  all  but  the  smallest  quantities 
was  well  below  is.  per  lb. ;  and  one  hospital 
with  which  I  was  acquainted  used  to  pur- 
chase it  at  about  4d.  per  lb.  Prices  as  low 
as  this  were  sometimes  charged  by  local 
firms  for  the  sake  of  local  kudos  and  in 
order  that  they  might  buy  the  ingredients 
©n  better  terms  for  general  use.  It  is  to  be 
doubted  whether  in  many  instances  such 
prices  were  justified  by  the  result.  Market 
fluctuations  have  been  studied  in  your 
Trade  Reports  as  long  as  I  can  remember, 
and  with  benefit  to  thoughtful  buyers. 
The  reduction  of  the  price  of  quinine  sul- 
phate to,  is.  per  oz.  about  the  year  1900 
was  so  outstanding  an  event  that  the 
C.  &>  D.  devoted  an  editorial  article  to  it; 
and  soon  afterwards  quotations  fell  to 
about  two-thirds  that  sum,.  Xrayser

country  as  on  the  Continent,  where  there

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EIRE  WHOLESALERS'  DINNER 


The  third  annual  dinner  organised  by 
the  wholesale  section  of  the  Irish  Drug 
Association  was  held  in  Dublin  on  February 
7,  Mr.  John  Fasken  (chairman  of  the 
section)  presiding.  Top  of  the  table  guests 
were  Mrs.  Lyall  Smith,  Mr.  C.  J.  Cremen 
(president,  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ire- 
land), Mr.  and  Mrs.  J.  Fasken,  Mr.  Lyall

Mr.  A.  W.  Hughes  (St.  Dalmas,  Ltd.), 
proposing  "The  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Ireland,"  regretted  that  the  registrar  (Mr.

Mr.  C.  J.  Cremen,  responding  to  the 
toast,  said  it  was  satisfactory  to  find  such 
happy  relations  existing  between  the 
section  and  the  Society.  He  thanked  those 
present  for  their  magnificent  response  tq 
the  annual  appeal  for  the  Society's  Bene- 
volent Fund.  He'  could  assure  them  that 
every  case  that  came  before  the  Fund  was 
gone  into.

"The  I.D.A.  Price" 

Mr.  T.  Ruddock  (May,  Roberts  &  Co., 
Ltd.) ,  toasting  "  The  Irish  Drug  Association, ' ' 
said  the  outstanding  accomplishment  of 
the  Association  was  the  fact  that  today 
one  heard  the  retail  price  commonly 
referred  to  as  "The  I.D.A.  Price."  Many 
prominent  retailers  alleged  that  their 
greatest  competitor  was  not  a  fellow 
chemist,  but  the  multitude  of  large  and 
small  shops  distributing  pharmaceutical 
preparations.  Some  were  of  opinion  that 
there  were  three  methods  whereby  the 
position  might  be  remedied :  Negotiation 
with  manufacturers;  retaliation  by  en- 
larging the  scope  of  retail  pharmacy 
business;  and  advertising.  "In  my  opin- 
ion friendly  negotiations  are  preferable  to 
unilateral  action."  The  second  method — 
retaliation — was  not  one  which  would 
recommend  itself.  On  behalf  of  the  whole- 
salers he  had  no  hesitation  in  promising  to 
the  retail  section  the  fullest  support  and 
sympathy  in  post-emergency  developments. 

Mr.  Lyall  G.  Smith  (president  of  the 
I.D.A.)  replied.  He  felt  they  did  not  see 
enough  of  the  wholesale  section  in  negotia- 
tion. Distribution  of  pharmaceutical  lines 
by    general    stores    had    always    been  a 


difficult  problem  and  they  looked  forwa 
to  co-operation  with  the  wholesale  secti 
in  fighting  it  in  the  future.  The  I.D.A.  m 
strong  enough  to  carry  out  retaliation  in 
uncertain  terms,  but  that  method  should 
kept  in  reserve  for  use  only  on  very  spec 
occasions.  Advertising  retail  pharmac 
he  understood,  had  been  carried  out  wi 
success  in  New  Zealand,  where  it  h 
Government  backing.  The  slogan  "Go 
Your  Chemist"  for  any  medicinal  pi 
paration  could  be  used  in  advertisi 
today,  but  unfortunately  some  man 
facturers  of  largely  advertised  nation 
products  looked  to  the  chemist  in 
first  instance  to  establish  their  goods,  ai 
then  sold  their  lines  through  non-chemisl 
When  it  came  to  advertising  the  ret 
chemist  to  the  public  they  must  ensu 
that  the  goods  he  had  to  sell  were  worth 

Wholesalers'  Place  in  the  Trade 

Mr.  G.  A.  McLean  Lee,  who  proposi 
"The  Wholesale  Section,"  said  he  had  hea:

unreasonable  and  wholly  unlovable.  l\ 
had  never  held  this  opinion  and  in  fa 
was  fully  convinced  that  the  wholesal 
fulfilled  a  useful  place  in  the  chemist 
trade,  where  they  had  so  many  new  lin 
coming  on  the  market.

se  Association  of  Scientific  Workers  held 
conference  in  London,  on  February  17 
id  18,  under  the  title  "Science  in  Peace."

expansionist  economy,  which  implied  full 
employment.  This  was  reiterated  by 
subsequent  speakers,  and  another  point 
brought  out  was  that  there  must  be  indus- 
trial democracy  among  scientific  workers. 
Drs.  Ruheman,  Levy  and  Cooper  had  shown 
that  in  the  basic  industries  there  must  be 
rational  utilisation  of  natural  resources. 
Several  speakers  had  pointed  out  that  there 
was  a  great  future  for  a  heavy  organic 
chemical  industry  based  on  natural  pro- 
ducts, plants,  and  possibly  also  bacteria 
and  fungi.

reconditioned  and  resupplied  through  nor- 
mal trade  channels.  The  auditors'  report, 
which  was  adopted,  showed  the  financial  con- 
dition of  the  Federation  to  be  satisfactory. 

The  officers  for  the  year  were  then 
elected.  The  new  Chairman  (Mr.  Mark 
C.  Rimmer,  managing  director,  Holborn 
Surgical  Instrument  Co.,  Ltd.)  had  recently 
returned  from  a  visit  to  liberated  France.

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CHEMISTRY,  PROPERTIES,  AND  USES  OF  D.  D. 

A  previous  note  on  the  compound  appeared  in  the  "  C.  &  D.,"  1944.  II.  225. 

THE  white  amorphous  powder,  waxy  to 
the  touch,  and  having  a  slight  odour  of 
monochlorbenzene,  which  is  termed 
D.D.T.  by  the  Ministry  of  Supply,  consists  of 
approximately  70-80  per  cent,  p.p'.dichloro- 
diphenyl-trichlorethane,

the  remainder  consisting  chiefly  of  the  ortho 
compound.  As  the  product  is  not  chemically 
a  single  compound,  differing  samples  show 
diversions  in  melting-point.  Purification 
may  be  carried  out  by  recrystallisation 
from  alcohol  to  give  colourless  crystals 
having  a  definite  melting-point,  but  as 
there  is  a  reduction  in  yield  for  no  increase 
in  toxicity,  the  increased  cost  is  obviously 
not  warranted.  D.D.T.  possesses  remarkable 
qualities  of  adsorption,  enabling  it  to  be 
adsorbed  on  to  a  surface,  which  thereafter 
remains  toxic  to  insects  for  a  prolonged 
period.  The  substance  is  stable,  and  not 
decomposed  by  sunlight,  air  or  water.  All 
the  chlorine  atoms  are  firmly  held.  Aqueous 
potash  has  no  action,  although  alcoholic 
potash  reacts  according  to  the  equation : — 


Although' absorption  takes  place  in  diffe: 
ways,  the  ultimate  results  are  the  sai 
namely,  action  through  the  nervous  syste 
As  the  powder  and  aqueous  spray  are  i 
absorbed,  they  do  not  set  up  irritation 
the  skin.  In  Naples,  a  10  per  cent.  kr 
powder  was  used  without  recorded  hai 
whereas  the  listed  preparations  conti 
only  5  per  cent.  D.D.T.  As  oils  and  orga 
solvents  are  absorbed  by  the  skin,  to: 
effects  have  been  set  up  by  the  dissoh 
toxicant,  and  protection  is  therefore  adv 
able.  At  the  Univeisity  Hospital,  Zurii 
louse-ridden  patients  with  skin  abrasi 
and  sores  showed  no  ill  effects  when  treat 
with  D.D.T. 


Toxicity 

Extensive  feeding  tests  have  been  carri 
out,  first  in  Switzerland,  later  in 
country  and  subsequently  in  the  U.S. 
which  prove  that,  in  dry  form  or  wa 
suspension,  D.D.T.  preparations  are  har 
less.  Organic  solvents,  however,  should 
used  with  due  care,  and  the  inhalatidn 
dust  or  fine  spray  should  be  avoided _ 
D.D.T.  has  little  action  on  warm-  blood 
animals,  little  toxic  action  is  likely  to 
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the  resulting  compound  being  p.p'.-dichloro- 
diphenyl-dichlorethane,  a  compound  which 
does  not  possess  toxic  properties  to  any 
marked  degree.  Although  insoluble  in 
water,  D.D.T.  is  very  soluble  in  most  define 
and  cyclic  solvents  and  less  soluble  in  the 
paraffins. 

Toxicology 

Flies  absorb  D.D.T.  through  the  fine 
sensorial  organs  of  the  tarsi,  and  lose  control 
of  their  legs  after  experiencing  a  short 
period  of  intense  excitement.  Being  unable 
to  fly,  they  ultimately  turn  upon  their 
backs,  and,  with  sprawling  legs,  die.  The 
explanation  given  is  that  paralysis  of  the 
nervous  system  takes  place,  affecting  the 
legs  first,  because  the  D.D.T.  is  absorbed 
through  the  feet.  The  May  beetle,  which 
can  swallow  arsenates  without  being 
affected,  loses  control  of  its  mandibles, 
and  the  digestive  tracts  are  paralysed  on 
eating  a  substance  impregnated  with  D.D.T. 
Consequently  the  beetle  dies  of  starvation,, 
or    breakdown    of    its    nervous  system.

Brmed  into  a  gas  on  release  of  pressure 
Birough  a  suitable  atomising  nozzle.  A 
B-emendous  increase  in  volume  takes  place, 
■he  D.D.T.,  previously  dissolved  in  the 
Bibstance,  is  freed  in  particles  of  ultra- 
Biicroscopic  size,  dispersed  in  the  gas.  The 
■articles  produced  are  so  small  that  the 
ftttling  rate  is  extremely  low,   and  the 
Bense  cloud  completely  covers  the  area 
■prayed.  U.S.  authorities  use  such  a  spray 
Bith  a  liquid  boiling  at  —  21 0  C.  and  com- 
lercially  known  as  Freon.  The  advantages 
re  ease  and  speed  in  use,  non-requirement 
f  spray  equipment,  and  extreme  efficiency, 
ligher    costs    of    production    may  limit 
leaee-time  uses. 

nsecticidal  Uses 

The  5  per  cent,  powder  is  effective  on 
>ody,  head  and  crab  lice,  fleas  and  nits, 
he  period  of  effectiveness  extending  beyond 
he  period  of  incubation  of  the  eggs  hatched 
ipon  the  host.  With  animals,  fleas  were 
ound  to  leave  within  ten  or  fifteen 
ninutes  after  the  powder  had  been  well 
ubbed  in.  Sticktight  fleas  died  upon  the 
inimal.  House  and  stable .  flies  died  after 
contact,  when  the  powder  was  dusted  on  a 
ampshade.  Several  varieties  of  moth, 
including  the  clothes  moth,  suffered  the 
same  fate.  Flies  migrated  to  other  rooms 
where  there  was  no  D.D.T.  A  plague  of 
flying  ants  was  successfully  dealt  with  by 
dusting  D.D.T.  profusely  over  the  house, 
death  following  a  short  while  after  contact. 
Silverfish  disappeared  after  one  treatment 
of  an  infected  hearth,  after  complete  failure 
of  fluorides.  Cockroaches  showed  only  a 
decrease  in  number  after  using  the  standard 
5  per  cent,  powder  but,  using  D.D.T.  as 
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a  5  per  cent,  admixture  with  artificial 
cryolite,  there  was  almost  complete  eradica- 
tion ;  investigations  on  this  aspect  are  still 
in  progress  by  the  author.  Bed-bugs  can  be 
controlled  by  dusting  with  the  powder. 

Guesarol  E  spray  is  expected  to  fill  the 
demand  for  a  water  spray  for  domestic  use. 
It  may  be  used  for  head  lice,  either  as  a 
spray  or  dry  as  a  wash,  and  for  lauridry 
use  in  delousing  and  protecting  clothes, 
although  an  impregnated  soap  will  probably 
meet  the  latter  need.  Animal  pets,  including 
birds,  can  be  completely  freed  by  any  of  the 
above  methods  of  •  treatment,  without 
endangering  their  health.  It  seems  likely 
that  kerosene  pyrethrum  sprays  will  retain 
their  hold  upon  the  market,  with  D.D.T, 
added  as  a  synergist  both  to  give  a  "knock- 
down" action  upon  insects  and  to  provide 
its  considerable  persistent  effects.  Aerosol 
sprays  containing  D.D.T.  will,  when  avail- 
able, commend  themselves  to  medical 
authorities,  etc.,  because  of  the  extreme 
efficiency  of  the  method. 

Uses  in  Agriculture  and  Horticulture 

It  was  in  agriculture  that  D.D.T.  was 
first  tried  by  Swiss  workers,  and  in  1939  its 
use  controlled  an  outbreak  of  Colorado 
beetle.  In  Switzerland,  it  was  used  against 
carrot  fly,  the  emulsion  proving  more 
effective  as  a  practical  control  measure. 
Cabbage-root  flies  were  completely  con- 
trolled with  a  1  per  cent,  emulsion ;  2  per 
cent,  solutions  were  extremely  efficacious 
in  eradicating  wire- worms,  the  soil  retaining 
its  effect  for  two  months  after  application. 
Eel-worm-infected  soil  was  also  sterilised 
successfully  with  2  per  cent,  emulsion, 
giving  complete  protection  for  onions. 
Protection  can  also  be  given  against  flea 
beetle,  cabbage  butterfly,  leek  moth,  and 
raspberry  beetle.  As  a  spray,  D.D.T.  is 
effective  against  most  pests  which  inhabit 
orchards,  and  the  subject  opens  an  exten- 
sive field  for  its  use.  Bees  are  affected  by 
direct  contact,  but  the  dried  spray  has 
apparently  no  effect.  Sprayings  must  there- 
fore be  carried  out  in  the  evenings  and  early 
mornings,  when  the  bee  is  at  rest.  The 
position,  however,  needs  much  clarification. 
D.D.T.  5  per  cent,  emulsion,  and  the  spray 
when  used  in  only  1  or  2  per  cent,  concen- 
trations, have  no  phytocidal  action.  The 
locust  is  receiving  merited  attention,  and 
the  uses  of  D.D.T.  against  mosquitoes  have 
receive1  d  much  publicity,  for  the  chemical 
is!;  aiding  the  clearing  of  infected  regions 
in  the  Middle  and  Far  East  fighting  zones.

Under  Clause  4  the  Treasury  is  author- 
ised, in  accordance  with  the  recommenda- 
tions of  an  advisory  committee,  to  give 
financial  assistance  in  respect  of  the  capital 
requirements  of  industrial  undertakings  in 
development  areas  by  making  annual 
grants  and  loans,  subject  to  the  conditions 
specified  in  the  Clause. 

The  Board  of  Trade  is  empowered  under 
Clause  5  to  acquire  derelict  land  in  develop- 
ment areas  and  carry  out  work  on  it,  with 
a  view  to  bringing  it  into  use  or  improving 
the  amenities  of  the  neighborhood ;  and 
also,  with  the  consent  of  the  Treasury,  to 
make  grants  towards  the  cost  of  such  work 
where  it  is  undertaken  by  a  local  authority 
or  a  non-profit-making  company. 

Clause  6  provides  a  procedure  by  which 
the  Board  of  Trade  (acting  in  Scotland 
jointly  with  the  Secretary  of  State  for 
Scotland)  may  by  Order  make  additions 
to  and  removals  from  the  list  of  develop- 
ment areas  given  in  the  First  Schedule. 
Any  such  Order  requires  approval  by 
affirmative  resolution  of  both  Houses  of 
Parliament. 

General  Provisions 

Under  Clause  8  the  Board  of  Trade  must 
be  notified  of  all  proposals  to  erect  indus- 
trial buildings  with  an  aggregate  floor  space 
exceeding  3,000  square  feet  and  forming 
part  of  a  new  industrial  unit.  Clause  9 
provides  for  the  prohibition,  in  certain 
areas,  of  the  erection  or  extension  of 
industrial  buildings  with  an  aggregate 
floor  space  exceeding  3,000  square  feet 
without  the  permission  of  the  Board  of 
Trade.  The  restriction  does  not  apply  to 
the  replacement  of  accommodation  which 
has  suffered  war  damage.  This  Clause  may 
be  applied  by  Order  of  the  Board  to  an  area 
in  which  the  provision  of  further  industrial 
premises  would  be  seriously  detrimental  to 
the  proper  distribution  of  industry.  Any 
such  Order  requires  approval  by  affirmative 
resolution  of  both  Houses  of  Parliament. 
Any  person  who  (before  such  an  Order  has 
been  made)  has  incurred  in  connexion 
with  the  erection  or  extension  of  a  building 
in  the  area  concerned  liability  or  expense 
which  was  subsequently  rendered  abortive 
by  the  refusal  of  the  Board  of  permission  to 
proceed,  may  recover  the  expenditure,  or 
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any  sum  reasonably  paid  in  discharge  of 
the  liability,  from  the  Board  of  Trade. 

The  First  Schedule  of  development  areas 
includes  districts  located  in  the  counties  of 
Durham,  Northumberland,  the  North  Rid- 
ing of  Yorkshire,  West  Cumberland,  South 
Wales  and  Monmouthshire.  In  Scotland  the 
development  areas  scheduled  include  dis- 
tricts in  the  counties  of  Dumbarton, 
Lanark  and  Renfrew,  Ayr,  Dumfries, 
Stirling,  West  Lothian,  Midlothian  and 
Dundee. 

Scientists  and  the  Peace  Effort 

The  increasing  determination  of  scientists 
to  play  their  full  part  in  social  and  political 
developments  is  well  shown  in  the  number 
of  important  conferences  on  such  themes 
which  have  taken  place  within  the  space 
of  a  few  weeks.  Only  quite  recently  the 
British  Association  discussed  "The  Place 
of  Science  in  Industry"  at  a  conference 
which  was  addressed  by  more  than  one 
member  of  the  Government.  During  the 
week-end  February  17-18  the  Association 
of  Scientific  Workers  held  a  conference 
on  "Science  in  Peace,"  while  "The  Place 
of  the  Scientist  in  Post-war  Administration ' ' 
was  Professor  Harold  Laski's  title  for  an 
address  which  he  delivered  to  the  British 
Association  of  Chemists  on  February  14. 

The  purposes  of  the  first  conference  were 
several :  To  announce  a  policy  to  be  adopted 
by  organised  science  in  social  and  political 
affairs;  to  hear  from  the  lips  of  the  poli- 
ticians their  views  as  to  the  ways  in  which 
science  should  serve  the  community;  to 
make  known  to  its  own  members,  and,  no 
doubt,  to  the  statesmen  who  were  present, 
the  ways  in  which  the  leaders  of  organised 
science  themselves  considered  science  could 
exploit  its  own  territory  for  the  purposes 
of  the  community;  and  finally  to  rouse 
public  feeling  to  appreciate  and  acknow- 
ledge the  debt  owed  to  science,  particularly 
in  snatching  victory  from  near  defeat. 
Brief  reference  has  been  made  in  these 
columns  (January  27,  p.  80)  to  some  of  the 
papers  read  at  that  conference  and  it  is 
regretted  that  exigencies  of  space  prevented 
a  more  expanded  report.  It  may  fairly  be 
said  at  this  juncture,  however,  that  in 
taking  a  forward  look  the  conference  was,

Conduct"  was  issued  for  the  guidance  of 
pharmacists  and  corporate  bodies  carrying 
on  business  under  the  Pharmacy  Acts.  An 
important  paragraph  introduced  into  the 
Statement  was  the  following : — 

Advertisements  to  the  public  should  not 
refer  to  dispensing  services,  provided  that  this 
shall  not  apply  to  the  use  of  the  description 
"  Dispensing  Chemists"  or  to  the  exhibition  of 
a  notice  at  any  premises  stating  that  dispens- 
ing is  carried  on  there. 

Hitherto  no  action  has  been  taken  to 
implement  the  paragraph,  but  the  con- 
tinued appearance  of  advertisements  of  a 
kind  contrary  to  the  standard  laid  down 
has  prompted  the  Council  to  direct  attention 
afresh  to  the  position.  What  is  popularly 
called  the  "code  of  ethics"  has,  of  course, 
no  direct  legal  force,  but  breaches  of  the 
code  may  be  reported  to  the  Statutory 
Committee,  which  is  empowered  under  the 
Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  1933,  to 
inquire  into  any  form  of  misconduct,  to 
direct  that  the  name  of  a  pharmacist  shall 
be  removed  from  the  Register,  to  disqualify 
a  body  corporate  from  acting  as  authorised 
sellers  of  poisons,  or  to  direct  that  any  or 
all  the  premises  of  a  body  corporate  shall 
be  removed  from  the  Register  of  Premises. 
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PHARMACEUTICAL  REORGANISATION 

by  Eric  Neal,  M.P.S. 
Outline  of  a  proposed  scheme  presented  recently  to  the  West  Kent  Chemists'  Associatioi 


Chemists  have  always  been  noted  for  their 
apathetic  attitude  to  the  administration  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  this  was 
never  more  evident  than  in  the  years  1922 
to,  1939.  This  was  the  period  when  money 
held  sway,  pharmacies  were  turned  into 
"penny  bazaars,"  and  the  pride  of  the 
pharmacist  was  in  his  turnover  and  not 
in  his  profession.  So  long  as  he  was  left  in 
peace  with  his  ironware,  stationery  and 
other  sidelines',  which  he  adopted  to  in- 
crease his  turnover  and  decrease  his  status 
with  the  public,  the  Council  could  look  after 
itself  and  the  professional  side  of  retail 
pharmacy.  During  this  period  of  rabid 
commercialism  the  Council  did  look  after 
itself.  The  Society,  in  fact,  has  been  made 
more  powerful  than  before,  and  its  status 
has  never  been  higher.  But  little  has  been 
done  for  the  good  of  individual  members. 

Apathy  or  Frustration  ? 

There  are  signs  that  this  period  of  inertia 
is  coming  to  an  end,  but  the  bulk  of  merm 
bers  are  still  content  to  have  all  the  advan- 
tages of  their  profession  without  accepting 
their  responsibilities  as  members  of  the 
Society.  At  the  recent  Branch  Repre- 
sentatives' meeting  only  42  per  cent,  of 
Branches  were  represented  at  a  discussion 
that  was  one  of  the  most  important  held 
in  the  history  of  our  Society.  This,  I 
suggest,  is  not  solely  due  to  apathy,  but 
in  the  words  of  a  Lancashire  delegate, 
"to  a  feeling  of  frustration,  as  all  the 
important  decisions  are  made  by  the 
Council  without  reference  to  the  delegates." 
If  this  should  be  the  case,  then  the  structure 
of  pharmacy  needs  reorganising,  so  that 
the  Council  can  be  instructed  by  members. 
The  present  Council  is  composed  of  twenty- 
four  councillors,  three  appointed  by  the 
Privy  Council,  the  remaining  twenty-one 
elected  by  members  of  the  Society,  or  to 
be  more  correct,  by  45  per  cent,  of  the 
members,  as  the  remainder  are  not  suffi- 
ciently interested  to  cast  their  vote.  Of 
these  twenty-one  councillors,  six  are  from 
Yorkshire,  five  from  London,  and  two  from 
Lancashire,  while  Warwick,  Herts,  Bucks, 
Staffs,  Surrey,  Wales  and  Scotland  each 
contribute  one.  Thus,  not  only  large  areas 
of  the  country,  but  also  large  numbers  of 
members,  are  without  a  councillor  who  has 
personal  knowledge  of  conditions  locally. 
This  is  not  all,  for  over  half  of  the  Council 


is  composed  of  retail  proprietors,  a  ch 
which  composes  only  about  40  per  cei 
of  the  membership.  Therefore  in  no  w 
can  it  be  held  that  the  Council  is  rep 
sentative  of  the  different  interests 
pharmacy  or  that  it  is  truly  representati 
of  its  members.  At  present  the  Coun 
is  too  far  removed  from  the  branches,  ai 
some  closer  method  of  working  is  neede 
This  can  only  be  achieved  by  territor 
and  sectional  representation. 

Territorial  and  Sectional  Representation 

Let  the  country  be   divided  into  fi 
areas,  each  containing,  approximately  t 
same  number  of   members,  each  area 
return  four  councillors,  making  a  total 
twenty,  one  less  than  the  present  numb 
This    will    provide    for   territorial  repr 
sentation,  but  to  make  the  Council  balanc 
something  further  is  needed.  In  pharmai 
there  are  four  main  classes  of  practisn 
pharmacists :  those  employed  in  hospita 
and  public  institutions,  those  in  wholesa 
and  manufacturing  houses,  and  those 
retail,  who  comprise  two  classes,  employ* 
and   employer.    Now,  in   the  suggestic 
made,  each  of  the  five  areas  would  retui 
four  councillors ;    these  should  be  ma 
up  of  one  from  each  class,  thus  giving 
Council    which    is    representative  of 
classes  and  of  every  part  of  the  countr 
Territorial   representation   has   been  suj 
gested  to  the  Council  previously,  and  t 
reply  has  been  that  it  will  not  only  gi\ 
fewer  elections  than  at  present  but  wi 
introduce  politics  into  pharmacy.    As  tr 
scheme  I  am  outlining  caters  for  all  interes 
in   pharmacy   equally,    there   can  be 
suggestion  of  politics,  other  than  pure 
pharmaceutical  politics,  and  I  venture 
doubt  the  accuracy  of  the  statement  th 
there  would  be  fewer  elections.  On 
other  hand,  let  us  look  at  the  advantag 
to   be  had  from  such  a  scheme.  Eac 
sectional   interest  in   every   part  of 
country  would  have  a  direct  representativ 
on  the  Council,   who  would   be  familia 
with  the  problems  of  that  interest  in  tha 
particular  area  and  who  could  be  helj 
personally  responsible  for  putting  the  view 
of  his  electors   before  the  Council.  B 
reducing  the  number  of  electors  to  b 
canvassed,  the  cost  of  an  election  campaig; 
would  be  reduced,  so  enabling  younger  mei 
to  seek  election  and  giving  more  member 
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opportunity  of  standing.  Resolutions 
warded  to  the  Council  by  the  branches,

nother  way  in  which  the  Council  fails

>ects.  Also,  in  a  Society  such  as  ours, 
;  impossible  to  have  even  a  fair  attend- 
e  of  members  at  a  general  meeting  even 
as  has  been  suggested,  the  meeting 
uld  be  held  in  different  centres  each 
r,  so  that  no  opinions  expressed  by  such 
Leeting  can  be  considered  representative 
he  general  opinion  of  all  members.  When 
Council  requires  the  opinion  of  mem- 
5,  or  when  there  are  to  be  matters  raised 
general  meetings,  every  member  of  the 
iety  should  be  given  the  opportunity 
•egistering  his  vote  whether  he  is  able 
ittend  the  meeting  or  not.  This  can  be 
e  by  sending  out  a  questionnaire  or 
ing  paper  to  each  member.  It  may  be 
gested  that,  as  only  45  per  cent,  of  the 
nbers  vote  at  the  annual  election,  this 
rid  be  a  waste  of  time  and  money,  but 
n  so,  assuming  the  same  number  of 
ers  are  returned,  it  would  give  the 
nite  opinion  of  over  11,000  members, 
inst  the  "opinion"  of  one  man  gained  at 
ocal  meeting  or  of,  say,'  about  thirty 
tubers  at  a  general  meeting.  The  Council 
e  brought  into  touch  with  both  the 
nches  and  the  members,  it  is  up  to 
nches  to  arouse  the  interest  of  the 
mbers  in  pharmaceutical  activities.  This 
i  be  done  by  careful  arrangement  of 
grammes  and  activities  to  cover  all  the 
srests  of  their  members,  whatever  section 
pharmacy  they  are  in. 

)ers  by  Branch  Members 

The  majority  of  branches  are  content  to 
ite  outside  speakers  to  address  them  on 
ne  subject  of  interest,  questions  being 
erwards  asked  of  the  speaker.  The 
Iresses  are  usually  of  an  educational 
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character  and  seldom  on  pharmaceutical 
policy:.  In  my  experience,  after  attending 
the  meetings  of  many  branches  in  different 
parts  of  the  country,  pharmacists  seem 
reluctant  to  provoke  discussion  after  the 
address.  I  feel  that,  if  at  least  two  meetings 
in  each  session  are  kept  open  for  short 
papers  to  be  given  by  the  members  them- 
selves, more  interest  would  be  aroused  and 
discussion  more  freely  entered  into.  One 
of  the  meetings  could  be  kept  open  for 
discussion  of  pharmaceutical  policy,  and 
a  member  of  the  Council  invited  to  attend, 
not  only  to  be  enlightened  as  to  the  feelings 
of  the  branch  but  to  give  a  short  address 
on  the  current  pharmaceutical  affairs  en- 
gaging the  attention  of  the  Council  at  the 
time.  Such  reforms  would  not  only  bring 
the  activities  of  the  Council  more  into  line 
with  the  wishes  of  the  majority  of  the 
members,  but  would  stimulate  that  interest 
and  pride  of  the  pharmacist  in  his  chosen 
profession  which  is  so  sadly  needed.  With 
this  pride  in  profession  once  established, 
more  amicable  relations  would  exist  be- 
tween pharmacist  and  pharmacist,  and 
there  would  be  no  question  of  how  to  raise 
his  status  in  the  eyes  of  the  public,  as  this 
would  automatically  happen. 


Livingstone's  Rousers. — "Do  you  know 
these?"  asked  my  friend  the  chemist. 
From  the  back  of  a  shelf  he  lifted  a  medium- 
sized  bottle  containing  several  hundred 
white-coated  tablets,  and  I  studied  the 
label  with  interest.  It  bore  the  super- 
scription of  a  well-known  firm  of  wholesale 
chemists  and  in  large  letters  the  words 
'Livingstone's  Rousers.'  The  name  was 
not  belied  by  the  formula,  which  stated  that 
each  tablet  contained  a  far  from  negligible 
amount  of  calomel,  jalap,  rhubarb  and 
(one  wonders  why?)  quinine.  Undoubtedly 
the  Rousers  would  have  strength  to  remove 
mountains  but  it  was  doubtful  whether 
they  would  have  the  charity  which  is  the 
sine  qua  non  of  the  ideal  purgative.  Whence 
did  these  tablets  obtain  their  name  ?  Was 
the  original  Livingstone  some  small  practi- 
tioner or  chemist  plying  his  trade  in  a  more 
than  usually  constipated  neighbourhood, 
or  was  he  a  knocker-up  in  some  Lancashire 
mill  town  whose  tapping  required  rein- 
forcement? Or  was  he  the  great  David 
himself?  There  is  a  wistful  attraction  in 
the  thought  of  his  walking  through  some 
remote  African  village  in  the  early  morning, 
noting  with  satisfaction  that  the  Rousers 
were  taking  effect  and  that  even  the  village 
sluggard  was  not  lying  abed." — From  the

Mr.  John  J.  Gaynor  (law  adviser),  reporting 
on  a  recent  prosecution  against  Helena  R.  Hay 
and  John  Hay,  Cork,  wrote : — 

"These  cases  came  on  for  hearing  at  Cork  on 
January  29,  when  both  summonses  were  dis- 
missed. I  was  informed  by  my  correspondent 
that  both  Mrs.  Byrne  and  Miss  Cassidy  gave 
evidence,  in  a  satisfactory  manner,  but  the 
question  turned  on  the  evidence  of  the  defend- 
ants. It  appears  that  John  Hay  stated  that  at 
the  time  of  the  sale  his  sister  Helena  R.  Hay 
(the  qualified  person)  was  in  the  store  adjoining 
the  shop,  that  he  went  to  her  and  asked  her 
for  the  pomade,  which  she  handed  him  out  of 
a  case  which  she  was  unpacking,  and  he  there- 
upon handed  it  to  the  complainant.  Miss  Hay 
gave  corroborative  evidence,  and  stated  that 
she  had  heard  the  conversation  between  John 
Hay  and  the  complainant.  Evidently  the  justice 
concluded,  on  this  evidence,  that  the  sale  had 
been  sufficiently  personally  conducted  to 
comply  with  .  the  Section.  Costs  were  not 
awarded  against  the  Society."  The  law  adviser 
also  wrote  forwarding  the  opinion  of  Mr.  John 
A.  Costello,  S.C.,  on  the  question  of  accepting 
the  certificate  of  the  Department  of  Education 
that  a  candidate  had  passed  the  Leaving 
Certificate  examination  in  the  prescribed  sub- 
jects for  Preliminary  registration ;  pending  the 
issue  of  the  formal  certificate,  Mr.  Costello  had 
stated  that  this  certificate  could  be  accepted.

Circulation  of  Syllabus 

Mr.  Power  inquired  if  the  current  syllabus 
on  theoretical  and  practical  chemistry  had  been 
supplied  to  the  committee  of  the  Limerick 
Technical  Schools  and,  if  so,  what  steps  had 
been  taken  to  see  that  it  was  carried  out.  He 
asked  this  question,  said  Mr.  Power,  because 
pharmaceutical  apprentices  in  Limerick  had 
a  grievance.  They  maintained  that  quite  a  lot 
of  what  they  were  taught  in  the  chemistry 
classes  at  the  technical  schools  was  of  no  use  to 
them.  He  understood  it  was  left  to  the  discre- 
tion of  the  teachers  to  put  in,  or  take  out,  what 
they  liked.  The  students  attended  three  nights 
a  week  for  \\  hours,  or  160  hours  yearly,  and 
they  maintained  that  they  wasted  about  600 
hours  in  four  years.  The  President  said  that 
the  matter  raised  by  Mr.  Power  would  be 
inquired  into. 

Lapsed  Licences 

Mr.  Power  also  raised  the  question  of 
traders  licensed  under  the  1908  Act.  He  asked 
whether,  if  a  trader  failed  to  renew  his  licence 
for  four  or  five  years,  he  was  still  entitled  to 
retail  poisons.  In  his  area  the  secretary  of  the 
Limerick  Chemists'  Association  had  found  that 
about  seventeen  traders'  1908  licences  had  not 


been  renewed  since  1939.  The  Society  si 
be  in  a  position  to  see  that  a  person  whc 
not  a  licence  was  not  in  a  position  to  sell  pc 
It  should  not  be  difficult  to  get  a  list  of  pe: 
with  1908  licences  and  have  a  visit  paid  to 
annually.  Mr.  Meagher  thought  they  si 
be  able  to  prosecute  any-  trader  who  le< 
licence  lapse. 

Mr.  J.  Gleeson  :  Mr.  Power's  point,  I  tl 
is  that  where  we  have  a  list  of  lapsed  lice 
we  should  send'  round  an  inspector.— 
McKane  :  I  don't  believe  any  of  these  pe 
are  keeping  the  law.  It  would  be  helpful  i 
had  a  permanent  inspector. — Mr.  Cahill  : 
only  way  is  to  have  the  Act  abolished. 

Mr.  McKane  thought  prosecutions  w 
reduce  the  number  of  licences,  but  Mr.  Ca 
did  not  think  this  would  make  members 
better  off.

The  general  tone  in  most  of  the  markets 
continues  steady.  Price  changes,  either  in 
or  against  buyers'  favour,  have  been  ex- 
tremely few,  and  business  as  a  whole  shows 
little  or  no  improvement  on  the  dull  tone 
reported  last  week.  Makers  of  Pharma- 
ceutical Chemicals  report  "nothing  of 
general  interest,"  and  business  in  this 
section  is  of  a  steady,  consuming  character, 
with  no  important  changes  in  values. 

Business  in  Crude  Drugs  has  mainly 
been  confined  to  the  filling  of  small  routine 
orders  from  the  consuming  trades.  Prices 
are  generally  maintained,  and  few  fluctua- 
tions have  occurred.  Some  interest  is 
apparently  now  being  taken  by  buyers  in 
certain  European  countries  in  the  prospect 
of  business  in  the  London  markets,  but 
little  can  be  done  in  this  connexion  under 
present  conditions.  A  few  cases  of  Curacao 
Aloes  are  stated  to  be  available.  Balsam 
Peru  continues  firm  on  spot.  Benzoin  is 
wanted,  but  there  are  no  stocks  available 
to  meet  the  demand.  Bismuth  metal  is  in 
fair  demand,  with  the  price  steady.  Jabor- 
andi  remains  scarce.  Spot  supplies  of 
Rhubarb  are  exceedingly  difficult  to  find. 
Seeds  are  dull  and  unchanged.  A  few  price 
alterations  are  noted  in  Waxes. 

An  announcement  by  the  Ministry  of  Food 
(C.  &>  D.,  February  24,  p.  206)  that  it  would 
cease  to  be  sole  importer  of  Honey  is  now 
stated  to  involve  only  the  arrangements  for 
importation.  The  control  of  distribution, 
which  is  at  present  exercised  through  the 
Honey  Importers'  and  Packers'  Association, 
is  unchanged,  and  no  supplies  are  yet  avail- 
able for  trades  and  purposes  other  than 
those  which  were  previously  authorised.

If  they  will  not  abolish  it 
entirely,  they  could  remove  the  tax  on 
medicines — it  is  sheer  lunacy  to  make  people 
who  are  ill  pay  tax  on  medicines  that  will 
help  to  make  them  well.

N.H.I.  Dispensing  Fees 

Sir, — In  the  National  Pharmaceutical 
Union  .pink  supplement  for  this  month 
appears  a  paragraph  which  seems  to  suggest 
that  the  rates  for  National  Health  Insurance 
dispensing  will  not  be  altered.  The  reason 
given  is  that  multiple  firms  are  quite 
content  with  the  present  remuneration. 
If  this  is  the  attitude  of  our  leaders,  .it  is 
time  that  their  opinions  should  be  radically 
altered,  and  very  quickly,  or  they  should 
retire  and  make  room  for  others.  It  is 
perfectly  obvious  to  all  practising  phar- 
macists that  N.H.I,  dispensing  is  carried 
on  at  a  loss,  and  is,  in  fact,  heavily  subsi- 
dised by  the  remainder  of  the  pharmacist's 
business .  All  other  workers  for  the  Govern- 
ment and.  for  local  authorities  have  had 
continual  increases  during  the  war.  The 
•  remuneration  for  our  highly  qualified 
dispensing  services  has  remained  stationary. 
I  firmly  believe  that  the  period  of  sweated 
labour  by  chemists  should  be  ended,  and 
that  we  should  get  a  proper  reward  for  the 
highly  skilled  work  we  perform.  Inci- 
dentally, I  have  calculated  that  a  qualified 
pharmacist  cannot  earn  much  more  than 
^5  per  week  out  of  N.H.I,  dispensing,  and 
out  of  this  princely  sum  he  is  expected  to 
keep  adequate  stocks,  keep  open  his  shop, 
and  dispense  prescriptions  at  all  hours. 
When  I  have  mentioned  our  rates  of  pay 
to  local  doctors  they  have  been  astounded 
that  we  consent  to  work  for  such  meagre 
rates  of  remuneration.

For  centuries  the  learned  and  curious  argued  about  the  causes  of  scurvy  and  the  best 
means  of  treating  and  preventing  the  disease,  yet  actual  experience  should  have  made 
it  evident  to  all  that  it  was  due  to  a  dietary  deficiency.  One  of  the  earliest  reports  refers 
to  a  decoction  made  of  the  bark  and  leaves  of  a  Canadian  tree  which  saved  many  of 
J.  Carder's  men  suffering  from  acute  scurvy  in  1535.  In  the  next  250  years  progress  was 
slow  until  Kramer  and  Backstrom  on  the  Continent  and  James  Lind  in  Great  Britain 
brought  light  into  the  prevailing  darkness.  Although  Lind's  famous  book,  "Treatise 
on  the  Scurvy,"  was  published  in  1757,  in  the  year  1779  no  less  than  2,400  cases  of  the 
disease  were  put  on  shore  at  the  Royal  Naval  Hospital,  Haslar,  whilst  Lind  was 
Superintendent  there,  after  a  cruise  of  the  Channel  Fleet  lasting  only  ten  weeks. 

Naturally  the  full  significance  of  scurvy  and  the  nature  of  the  anti-scorbutic  principle 
of  foodstuffs  could  not  be  understood  until  quite  recent  times.  The  isolation  of  ascorbic 
acid  was  achieved  towards  the  end  of  the  second  decade  of  this  century;  the  constitution 
was  unravelled  in  1933;  the  synthesis  was  accomplished  in  1933-4,  and  'Redoxon' 
synthetic  vitamin  C  was  made  available  to  the  medical  profession  in  the  autumn  of  1934. 
Now  the  preparation  is  universally  known  and  given  in  large  quantities  both  by  the 
mouth  and  by  injection.
